U. S. Secretory of 
Stote Gives Advance 
Reply to Chou Demand 


GENEVA <r.P>— Red China’s For­ 
eign Minister Chou En Lai today 
dem anded in the Geneva Far East 
e m conference that the Western 
powers get out of Asia. 
Chou demanded abolition of all 
foreign military bases in Asia, with 
drawal of all foreign troops from 
Asia and a halt to the remilitariza­ 
tion of Japan. 
The Red Chinese prem ier and 
foreign minister addressed the con­ 
ference which a short time earlier 
had heard U. S. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles bluntly reject a 
Communist plan for a Korean peace 
settlement. 
Dulles charged that the Commu­ 
nist proposal would “destroy the 
existing government 
(of 
Korea) 
and replace it by a Communist 
puppet regime.” 
Dulles had given an advance an­ 
swer to Chou’s demand for Western 
withdrawal from all Asia by sharp­ 
ly rejecting the Red proposal for 
withdrawal of foreign troops from 
Korea as part of the “Korean settle* 
ment.” 
Calls For Asiatic JPact 
“The U. S. does not desire its 
troops to remain indefinitely in Ko­ 
rea,” Dulles said, “but we remem 
ber that once before we had our 
troops in Korea and withdrew them, 
as it turned out prematurely. 
We 
do not want that history to repeat 
itself.” 
His reference was to the with­ 
drawal of U. S. forces from Korea 
which was accepted by the Commu­ 
nists of North Korea as an invita­ 
tion to attack. 
In addition to demanding that 
the West get out of Asia, Chou 
called for the creation of an Asiatic 
mutual security pact restricted to 
Asiatics. 
Chou’s sweeping statem ent also 
extended to demands the West give 
up plans to rearm West Germany 
and for the creation of a Soviet pro 
posed European security schema 
The Communist foreign minister 
spoke near the end of a day crowd­ 
ed with these developments: 
I An offer by Soviet Foreign 
Minister V, M. Molotov of a confer 
ence in Geneva between Red and 
pro-French Indochinese leaders to 
arrange the evacuation of 
1.000

A second attempt in circuit court 
made by a seeker of a liquor store 
for Independence township failed 
today. 
Circuit Judge Harold L. Zim m er­ 
man, after hearing arguments, al­ 
lowed a motion to dismiss a peti­ 
tion seeking a writ of mandamus 
to compel the Saline county liquor 
commissioner to act on the appli­ 
cation of L. ( ’. Wiedemann. 
Previously Judge C. Ross Rey­ 
nolds had also allowed such a mo­ 
tion of dismissal on grounds that 
the state liquor control com mis­ 
sion was the place to appeal 
a 
county commissioner’s refusal and 
that his court lacked jurisdiction 
in the matter. 
Today Judge Zimm erman ruled 
that appeal to the state com mis­ 
sion was the proper remedy, and 
on an alternate proposal of the 
plaintiff ruled that it was the same 
case because the parties, applica­ 
tions and the proposed site for a 
liquor store in Independence were 
the same. 
Petition Denied 
State’s Attorney Glen O. Jones,

IL Thompson and 
Atty. George B. Lee represented 
William Alfred Smith, liquor com ­ 
missioner of Saline county, defend 
abt in the case. 
Jones reviewed the case, saving 
that Get 22, 1953 Wiedemann filed 
an application with Smith seeking 
a liquor licence and it was denied. 
Then a petition for a writ of m an­ 
damus was filed Get. 31 seeking 
to compel Smith to issue it. A mo­ 
tion to dismiss was filed and argu­ 
ments were held and on Jan. 15 
of this year Judge Reynolds dis­

Skeets Predicts 


County Most 


Active Oil Field 


Prospects that Saline county will 
be one of the most active oil de­ 
velopment fields in Illinois by the 
(md of the year were predicted last 
night at the Masonic temple by 
Bob Skeels, 
of 
Evansville, 
Ind. 
Skeels, who writes a weekly oil 
column for The 
Daily 
Register, 
made his prediction in an address 
before m embers of the Kiwanis 
club. 
Skeels explained the fracturing 
process, which has brought about 
the development of the Saline coun­ 
ty field. 
Until the fracturing pro­ 
cess was developed, he said, the 
tight sands in the Saline county 
field were unproductive, 
Up until 1949 the oil industry 
used nitro to shoot the wells and 
acid to loosen up the oil sands. 
But the fracturing process discov­ 
ered by Standard Oil of Indiana, 
is a hydraulic method which is 
expensive, but which gets results. 
The process uses a jell substance 
mixed with sand which is forced 
into the drill 
hole with terrific 
pressure. The pressure forces the 
jell and sand substance into the 
rock which fractures the tight for­ 
mation and allows oil to flow. 
‘'lf the process had not been de­ 
veloped Saline county would still 
be an unproductive a rea,” Skeels 
stated. 
Explains Earth Faults 
Mr. Skeels used charts to show 
the different rock formations and 
how the oil is pushed into domes 
under the earth from pressure by 
salt water. 
He explained how the 
formations under the earth were 
formed millions 
and billions of 
years ago. 
The oil 
domes 
are 
formed when the oil is forced thru 
porous sands until it reaches a 
trap formed by tight formations. 
He explained the fields in Saline 
county showing the Tar Springs, 
Cypress and Aux Vases sands from 
which production is being found 
in the fields here. 
His charts 
also explained the 
faults in the earth and stated the 
Shawneetown fault across south­ 
ern Illinois had been caused by 
an earth slippage. 
The Shawnee­ 
town fault causes lots of broken 
bits and causes expensive drilling, 
he said, but he added oil men feel 
there is lots of oil in the Shawnee­ 
town fault and they are taking long 
term leases. 
Kiwanians present were very in­ 
terested in his talk and following 
his address Mr. Skeels answered 
many of their questions about the 
Saline county fields. 
Arthur M

of the program and introduced the 
speaker.

Steven! testified in reply to Jen 
kins’ questions that he was told 
that Schine:

2 Took “ unusual liberties” with 
commissioned officers, to the point 
of putting his arm around their 
shoulders in public 
3 Rode in the cab of an Army 
truck on bivouac trip> when other 
soldiers were riding in the back

5 Used the Ft
